SAW TRAMP STEAMER 
SHELL A SUBMARINE 


Survivors of the Coronada Tell of 
Thrilling Sea - Fight — Be- 
lieve U-Boat Was Sank. 


HALIFAX, N. 8S., March 25.—Twenty- 
one survivors of the British steamer 
which was torpedoed 150 
miles off the Irish coast on March 13, ar- 
rived here tonight on a British steamer, 
which picked’ them up nine hours after 
the Coronada went down. Nine men 
were lost by the capsizing of their life- 
boat. 

The survivors said they had scarcely 
reached the deck “of: their rescuing 
steamer when they witnessed a thrilling 
battle between another tramp steamer 
and a submarine, in which the subma- 
rire probably received its death blow. 
D&scribing the battle, one of the Cor- 
onada’s men said:

GERMANS SORRY TO SEE 
RELIEF WORKERS GO 


Won’t Interfere With Departure 
from Belgium, Officials of the 
Hague Legation Believe. 


THE HAGUE, March 25, (via mp EE 
—Orders to the American Relief Com- 
migsioners to withdraw from Belgium 
were sent forward.today and are due to 
reach them tomorrow. Some days must 
elapse before the settlement of affairs 
and the transfer of the Relief Commis- 
sion’s work to new .hands can be con- 
cluded, according to information received 
today by The Associdted Press from a 
prominent member of the’ Relief Com- 
mission at Rotterdam. He added that he 
saw no reason why the German. Govern- 
ment should place any obstacle in the 
way of the departure of the Americans 
in Belgium. 

At the German Legation here today 
the correspondent met with solicitous 
inquiries as to whether the news regard- 
ing instrctions for the withdrawal of the 
Americans, printed in the morning news- 
papers in The Hague, was true. When 
informed that the orders had been issued 
members of the legation he epg regret 
that American participation in the relief 
work in Belgium had thus come to an 
It was stated with some émphasis 
that there was no reason whatever why 
the German Government should wish to 
interfere with the departure of the relief 
workers. Furthermore, the hope was 
asenvet that there would be no over- 

hasty rush to get out of Belgium, in-or- 
der that the current affairs of the com- 
mission ' might be properly settled. 

To a question concerning the voyte the 
Americans would take, it was said that 
in the case of the relief workers it would 
probably be by way of Switzerland and 
pain, as the chances for them to get 
home from Holland were small.

order, Says Rabbi Wise. 


CALLS IT DANGERTO CHURCH 
Possible Only Because of Thecladt- 
cal ‘Standpatism and Intellec- 
gual Moribundness. 


Rabbi Stephen 8S. Wise, : cescribing 
Billy Sunday ds the greatest theological 
strikebreaker in history, at the Free 
Synagogue in Carnegie Hall yesterday, 
said there were more than 100, Chris- 
tian clergymen in this city who would 80 
offend their congregations as to lose 
their places if they dared to say in their 
pulpits what they actually thought of 
Billy Sunday.. Ur. Wise devoted some 
time in his sermun on ‘ Billy Sunday- 
ism: ‘Disease or Cure,” to showing what 
had made Billy Sundayism possible, and 
asserted that next Sunday he would 
speak on ‘‘ How to Make Billy Sunday- 


ism Unnecessary.”’ ; 

Dr. Wise said He had never seen or 
heard Sunday, but had read every word 
Sunday had uttered during his campaign 
of two months in Hhiladelphia. He would 
not touch upun Sunday’s manners, 
which, he saia, were ‘‘ unusual, quaint, 
and’ decidediy. unconventional,” but 
would deal with his gospel. Even though 
he had been urged from many quarters 
not to attack, Billy Sunday, he contin- 
ued, there would be those who wouki 
thank God some one had said what they 
were fearful of saying. 

‘** Some men will say that I am a Sdn 
and that Sunday is a Christian, but only 
half of that statement is true. I do not 
believe what Billy Sunday teaches, and 
I am not certain that he believes it him- 
self. Billy Sundayism is deeper than 
the man is, knows, or apprehends. It 
is grave and imperilling, and reveals a 
social disorder, a moral failure, and re- 
ligious bankruptcy in our .time. It is 
only an incident which .means that the 
church may be in danger of failure or 
goomed to extinution. 

**When religion comes to Hfe again, 
as it is to. be hoped that*it «vill, Sunday- 
ism wili go. Bilty Sundayism Is possible 
because, of theological standpatism and 
inteilegtual moribundness.’ 

Referring to Sunday’s antugonism to 
the theory of avelsion, Dr. Wise quoted 
him as saying: a minister believes 
and. teaches evolution, he is a stinking 
skunk, a hypocrite and a liar.” 

Dr. Wise, ridiculing ~_. language, 
said that he himself was in danger of 
falling, into that category since he be- 
lieved in the Darwinian theo: Minis- 
ters in New York, “he added, will be 
terrorized by this “new, cheap, and 
vitriolic inquisition." 

‘I am disturbed because of the blight 
which has fallen on the communities 
Billy Sunday has invaded,’ declared Dr. 
Wise. He then told of a certain young 
rabbi in a Pennsylvania town who was 
forced to vacate ‘his pulpit because he 
had preached against Billy Sunday dur- 
ing a revival and use ihose who 
heard him had misunderstood what he 
really meant. He was asked to resign 
and compelled to leave the town because 
the followers of Billy Sunday went to 
the mémbers of his congregation and 
Crgatened a parent of Jewish shops.

RECRUITING THE NAVY. 

With the rush of recruits for the 
navy the full. complement of enlisted 
men, now increased’ by the President's 
forder to’ war strength, 87,000, should 
be obtained’ before Summer. The dif- 
ficulty to be overcome at present, and 
it must be overcomé without delay, is 
the imperfect organization of some of 
the naval recruiting stations.

241,000,000. The public has had. the 
benefits; The expenditures were in- 
sufficient, as the present embargoes 
show. But there can be no more such 
expenditures because between 1908 
And 1915 the aggregate net earnings 
showed a loss of $95,187,000 over 1907. 
Those were the years when the com- 
mission dawdled over the rate question 
because it thought that the rate re- 
duction ‘was all of regulation. 

That was the time when the money 
ought to have been received, and the 
work done which now it will take years 
to do, even if the rates are incréased. 
The effect of rate starvation and over- 
work is shown in the security market 
for 1916: The new issues. were the 
greatest since 1911, and but a trifle 
below the maximum. Industrial is- 
sues were the greatest recorded, just 
short of a round. billion. © Railway 
issues were $449,915,000, including 
$386,000,000 for refunding old issues. 
The total of new. money for railways 
was $7,000,000 in shares and $57,- 
000,000 in bonds. In the way of 
financing .the country’s railway needs 
that is derisory. The ridiculous 
amount which it was possible to issue 
in shares is the most dangerous sign. 
When in the time of greatest service 
and greatest need the railways are 
able to finance themselves only by 
piling up fixed charges, already exces- 
sive because of the persistence of such 
credit conditions, there aré just. two 
things ahead—more receiverships and 
a. stoppage of railway construction. 

The rates must-be made sufficient to 
cover . all legitimate demands. The 
first of these is the restoration of rail- 
Way credit. Otherwise, the country 
will not continue to get the rfilway 
service it is receiving now, and which 
the country’s safety and prosperity. de- 
mand should be increased by a billion 
a year. The rates need not be in- 
creased a billion. . -The-money can be 
borrowed if the railways are allowed 
to earn:-moderate dividends, not other- 
wise.’

THE SUBWAY DELAY. 

The Interborough Rapid Transit 
Company has been at great pains to 
encourage its passengers to:make just 
complaints of ‘defects in its service. 
In view of the long delay caused by a 
breakdown in the subway yesterday, 
ahd the detention in the stations of 
ctowds of men and women who vainly 
hoped that traffic would soon’be re- 
sumed, it is respectfully suggested 
that whenever there is such a tieup 
on the line the officials should 
promptly send notice to all the ticket 
agents and keep the booths closed until 
there is a reasonable chance of resum- 
ing the train service. 

Yesterday. was a bright Spring day, 
and thousands of citizens were im- 
pelled to take advantage of the good 
weather. But because of the protract- 
ed delay in the subway and the curt 
refusal of all the ticket agents, who 
continued to sell tickets, and the gate- 
men to answer questions, many missed 
their out-of-town trains and were com- 
pelled to stay in the city. Surely, 
after a delay of a quarter of an hour, 
and no official notice of the resump- 
tion of traffic, ticket agents aie 
stop selling tickets.

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ALLIANCE WITH WITH THE ALLIES. 


Some Advantages of | of Fighting Ger- 
many in. That Way. 
Baltimore, March 24, 1917. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: ' 

In spite of the fact that we are being 
forced into a European war, and that 
our success is absolutely dependent on 
the assistance of the Entente Powers, 
the old idea of avoiding entangling: al- 
liances is threatening greatly to hamper 
our efficiency. y persons think we 
should prosecute the war and finally 
make an independent peace without 
allying ourselves with the Allies and 
agreeing to make peace only in concert 
with them. May I mention one or two 
important objections to this policy? 

1. Without such an alliance and in 
default of a concerted, peace, we shall 
be unable to exact from Germany ptop- 
er reparation for the murder of our 
citizens and the illegal destruction of 
American property. We may find our- 
selves still at war after the Allies 
are at peace, with no means of bring- 
ing the war to an end except an igno- 
minious compromise. 

2. Such an alliance would add weight 
to our views when the time comes to 
organize peace. aA nation that has so 
long remained aloof ‘from the great war 
for civilization, which finally enters the 
war only because it has been attacked, 
will hardly receive much. consideration 
at the end if it refuses to join heart 
and soul with the Allies, but insists 
its interests are so different from theirs 
that it must reserve full freedom of 
action. 

8. Mexico is obtaining munitions of 
war from Japan, and at present no. ob- 
jection can be raised to this;-but the 
time may come when we may fear that 
these munitions may be used against us, 
and when ‘it ‘would’ bé greatly to our 
advantage that the supply should cease.

Washington, March, 20, 1917, ; 
To the Bditor of The New York Times: ory 

‘There are several provisions of present 
interest: and importance in’ the articles 
revived by our Treaty of 1828 with Prus- 
sia other than those which have @ bear- 
ing ‘on the » submarine ‘controversy. 
Article. XXIII. of the Treaty of 1799, 
revived by, Article XII. of the Treaty of 
1828 with: Prussia, is of the greatest in- 
terest to those German subjects who 
may be resident in the United States and 
those Americans who may be resident in 
Germany if and when war ‘a declared 
between the two countries, This article 
reads as follows: 


If war should arise between the two con- . 
tracting= parties the merchants of elther 
country then refiding in the other shall be 
allowed to remain nine months to’ collect 
their debts and settle seme? i and 
may depart freely, carrying off all their 
effects without molestation’ or hindrance; 
and all women and children, scholars of 
every faculty, cultivators of the earth, ar- 
tisans, manufacturers, and fishermen,. un- 
armed and inhdbiting unfortified towns, 
villages, or places, and, in general, all oth- 
ers whose occupations are for the common 
subsistence and benefit of mankind, shall 
he allowed to continue their respective 
employments, and shall not be molested in 
their persons, nor shall’ their houses or 
goods be burnt or ‘otherwise destroyed, nor 
their fields wasted by the armed force of 
the enemy into whose power by the events 
of war they may happen to fall; tut it 
anything is necessary to be taken from 
them for the use of such armed force the 
same shall be paid for at a. reasonable 
price. 

During our war with- Spill: ‘Spanish 
merchants and other Spanish residents 
eontinued to reside in the United States, 

secure in their persons and property 
until the restoration of peace, and many 
of these same Spaniarus 4re still residing 
here. This is the modern practice, but, 
of course, it involves scrupulous absten- 
tion. from any’ unneutral/conduct on the 
part of the alien ‘who is. allowed to re- 
main unmolested in his foreign domicile. 

As long ago as 1794 it was provided in 
our treaty of that year with Great 
Britain: 


If at any time a rupture should take 
-place (which God forbid) between his Maj- 
esty and the United States, merchants and © 
others of each of the two nations. residing 
in the dominions of the other shall have. 
the privilege of, remaining and continuing 
their trade, so long they behave peace- 
ably and commit no offense against the 
laws; gnd.in case theif conduct should 
render them suspected, and the respective 
Governments should think proper to order 
them to remove, the term. of twelve 
months from the publication of the order 
‘ shall be allowed them for that purpose, to 
remove with their families, effects, and 
property, but this favor shall not be ex- 
tended to those who shall act contrary to 
the established laws. ee 


In our Treaty of 1795 ‘with Spain it was 
provided in Article XIII. : 


For the better promoting of commerce on 
both sides, it is agreed’ that, if a war shall 
break. out between the said.two nations, 
one year after the proclamatipn of war 
shall be allowed to the merchants in the 
cities and towns where they. shall live for 
collecting and transporting their goods and 
merchandises. And if anything be taken 
from them or any injury be done them 
within that term by either party, or the - 
people or subjects of either, full satisfac- 
tion shall’ be made for the sanie by the 
Gévernment. 

In our Treaty of 1783 with Sweden .it 
was provided that in the event of war 
between, the two countries 
the term of nine months after ‘the declara- 

tion of war shall be allowed to the mer- 
chants. and subjects respectively on ons 
side and the other in order. that they may: 
withdraw’ with their effects and movables, 
which they shall be at liberty to carry off 
or to sell where they please vane the 
least obstacle. 

In our Treaty of 1778 with France Ar- 
ticle XX. provided: 

For the better promoting of commerce on 
both sides, it is agreed that if a war. shall 
break it between the said two nations, 
six months after the proclamation of war 
shall be allowed to the merchants fn the 
cities and towns where: they live for sell- 
ing and transporting their’ goods and mer- 
chandises; and if anything be taken from 
them, or any injury be doi.e them within 
that term by either party, or the people 
or subjects of either, full satisfaction shall 
be made for the same. 

It will be observed that in none ‘of these 
articles {s it mandatory upon citizens or 
subjects of either belligerent to leave the 
country of the other on the outbreak ot 
war between them; they can leave if 
they choose, and they may remove their 
movables or sell their immovables within 
the designated period. The right to re- 
main, conditioned on proper behavior, is 
expressly provided in Article XX VII. of

granting a term of six months to mer- 
chants for the removal of their mer- 
chandise from the coast and twelve 
months from the interior: 


The citizens of all other occupations who

NEW IEWISH. BIBLE READY. 


decaia Volume of Dubnow’s History 
_ of Jews In Russia to be Printed. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PHILADELFHIA, March 25,—Official 
announcement of the publication of the 
new Jewish Bible, which has been ‘in 
preparation for a quarter of a century, 
was made at the, twenty-ninth annual 
meeting of the Jewish Publicdtion So- 
ciety of America, held at Dropsie ‘Col- 
lege. tonight.’ 

Simaqn Miller of Philadelphia, Presi- 
dent of ‘the society, made the announce- 
ment and told the assembled members, 
drawn from all parts of the United 
States, of the two editions which are 
now ready for release, one a popular 
edition designed for congregalions and 
Sabbath schools, atid the other an India 
raper ‘edition, iriterleaved with blank 
pages for the -use of -schclars and 
students. A quarto edition for pulpit 
use will be issued if the demand justi- 
fies: 

** Now ‘that ‘this hard labor is over,” 
said Mr, Miller, ‘‘ we intend to devote 
our energies to publishing commentaries 
to the Bible which will explain it in the 
light of Jewish interpretation, thought, 
and tradition., We are not interested 
in epistles to the gentiles. Our mission 
is: to bear aloft the flaming torch of 
Jewish knowledge and Jewish thought. 
We take more satisfaction in reaching 
one lone Jew in Kamschatka than in 
the ‘plaudits of congregations of non- 
Jews.’”’ ‘ 

Mr. Miller also announced the com- 
ing publication by the society of the 
second volume- of Dubnow’s ‘ History 
of the Jews in Russia and Poland,” the 
manuscript of which was long heid up 
in Russia by the censors of the vanished 
bureaucracy. 

‘* Since the revolution, however,” said 
Mr. Miller, ‘SI understand that it is 
to be rel The events which have 
occurred in Russia within the last few 
days immeasurably increase the value 
of such an authoritative work.”’ 

That the war is turning humanity 
‘back to the pages of the Bible, and that 
for this reason the publication of the 
Jewish Bible comes at a very crucial 
period for Judaism, was the theme of 
- Eeeeees by Samuel Strauss of New 


Dr. Solomon S. Cohen remarked that 
the Jewish layman should haye the same 
familiarity with the Bible as the Jewish

WILLIAMS, ‘BX-CZAR’ 
OR TENDERLOIN, DIES 


Picturesque Former Inspector 
of Police Gave the Dis- 
trict Its Sobriquet. 


FIGURED IN LEXOW INQUIRY 


Retired on Pension After That— 
Noted for His Love of a 
Fight—77 Years Old. 


Former Police Inspector Alexander 8. 
Williams, the man who named the Ten- 
derloin, and who, with the exception of 
William Devery and Thomas Byrnes, 
received more public attention than any 
other man on the force; died yesterday 
at his home, 8 West Ninety-fifth Street. 
During his turbulent career he won the 
nickname of ‘‘ Clubber.”” He was also 
called ‘‘ the Czar of the nderl 

‘* Alex”? Williams, as he was. called, 
was born July 9, 1839, in Nova f£c:otid. 
His father was a Nova Scotian and his 
mother Scotch. He’ came to New York 
as a boy, and learned the trade,of ship 
carpenter in the employ. of the ship- 
building firm of W. H. We!” & Co. 
After several years’ work. he visited 
Mexico, Japan, and other countries, and 
he.is said to have been the first white 
man to lay the keel of a ship in Japan. 
On returning from his travels he worked: 
for a time for the Government, and was 
engaged in raising a sunken ship off 
the Florida coast. 

On Aug. 8, 1866, he donned a _police- 
man’s uniform for’ the first time. Ac- 

cording to the story told, When young 
Williasns determined that he wanted to 
become a policeman he went to Metro-4 
politan Police Headqyarters to ask Com- 
missioner John W. Bergen for a. posi- 
He did not know Be the 
latter, after listening to request, 
asked ‘him how he was to ae yg ** who 
Williams was.” This was in the days 
-before civil service. ‘

missioner. 

Williams, in anger, shook his fist at 
Bergen and told him that he could -kee 
the job. .

Presi- 
dent Cleveland sent him to Korea in 
188 There he conducted a scientific 
expedition to Quelpaert Island, after 
which he-engaged in literary work in 
Egypt and France, returning to Amer- 
ica in 1897.

The financing done by your Com- 
pany and its subsidiaries during 
the year has proven extremely sat- 
isfactory. The funds have been 
employed so profitably that the 
rate of net earnings upon all secur- 
ities outstanding in the hands of 
the public has increased from 7% 
last year to 11% this year. 

The total amount of subsidiary 
bonds outstanding: in the hands of 
the public is less than twice the 
combined gross earnings of the 
properties. The total amount of 
securities outstanding in the hands 


of the public, includifig the bonds — 


and preferred stocks of the sub- 
sidiaries, together with the com- 
mon and preferred stocks of 
Cities Service Company, is less 


than four times the combined gross 


earnings. 


It is of interest to note, as indi- 
cating the credit position of the 
subsidiaries and Cities Service 
Company, that most of the underly- 
ing public utility bond issues placed 
during the year were sold to 
vestors to yield/about 5% %. The 

natural gas and oil bonds were sold 
to yield 6%. The major portion of 
the preferred stock sold by Cities 
Service Company , went to invest- 
ors at prices to return about 614%. 

The standing of your Company 
was emphasized by the action of 
the British Treasury in placing 
Cities Service Preferred Stock upon 
the list of “American Dollar Se- 
curities,” and by its inclusion in the 
collateral deposited to secure Brit- 
ish loans in this country of $250,- 
000,000 and $300, 000, 000. 


Electric, Traction and Artifi- 
cial Gas Properties 


The last year was marked by the 
most rapid growth‘of business in 
the-history of these properties, and 
the outlook for the present year is 
even more encouraging. 

In spite of the large additions 
to plant equipment reported last 
year, we have been compelled to 
place orders for additional turbine. 
apacity for the electric properties 
aggregating 200,000 horsepower. 
This includes 67,000 harsepower 
for Toledo, 22,000 for W n (0.), 
16,500 each for Denver, and Empire 
District (Mo.), 11,000 for Elyria 
(O.), and smaller units for almost 
every other electric property. 

The progress our Ohio prop- 
erties is dows 2 noteworthy. 
Last year we. reported that the 


Massillon. Company -had doubled . 
. its capacity in 1914 and again in 


1915.. We now, have equipment 
ordered which’ will: more than 
double the present capacity. ; 

The Trumbull Company at War- 
ren has been similarly called upon 


to increase its turbine capacity 


from 10,500 horsepower to 33,000 


horsepower, and the Lorain County 
Company at Elyria from 9,500 to 
20,000. : 

Work on a new power station for 
Toledo has been started. The first 
installation will be 54,000 horse- 
power. The output is now practi- 
cally three times as great as when 
your Company became interested 
four years ago. 

The growth of the Southwestern 
companies has. been practically as 
rapid, and the commercial devel- 
opment of the Empire District, St: 
Joseph (Mo.), Hutchinson (Kan. ), 
and Salina (Kan.) properties is 
gratifying. 

Conditions have improved ma- 
terially in most of the Southern 
properties, and we have ordered 
adequate equipment to handle the 
additional business offered at Dur- 
ham. (N. C.), Bristol (Va.), and 
Athens (Ga.).: 

The gross receipts of the rail- 
way properties increased consider- 
ably and the additional traffic ne- 
cessitated the purchase of. more 
than sixty cars during the last 
year. : 

The campaign for industrial fuel 
business gives indication of revo- 


erties. We are confident that the 
present year will reflect the great- 
est gain in volume of gas*sales in 
our history. 

The unusual increase in the de- 
mand from industrial concerns for 
all classes of service has been 
brought about partly by their in- 
creased requirements, and in ect 
measure through their. ability to 
modernize their equipment . and 
thus take advantage of central sta- 


tion service. Effort has been made 


to avoid temporary business, and 
it is believed that the load taken on 
will reflect marked increases in net 
earnings as reductions take place 
in the present abnormal operating 


.costs. 


The outlook for increased ‘gross 
earnings of these properties is the 
brightest in our history, but the 


~ net earnings will be affected by the 


increased. costs of fuel, materials 
and labor. Taxes, already a ‘large 
factor in operating costs, are rapid- 
ly increasing because of new Feder- 
al and State legislation. Economies 
effected through increased volume 


of business and higher efficiencies.

The Ohio properties have im- 
proved during the year, and the 
commercial and operating condi- 
tions are satisfactory. 

The Canadian properties haye in- 
creased their sources of supply and 
enlarged their business. 


Oil Properties 


The subsidiaries engaged in pro- 
ducing; transporting, refining and 
marketing oil have become very im- 
portant and exceedingly profitable. 
At the beginning of 1916 the oil 
production was about 4,000 barrels 
daily, while at the end of the year 
the Company was marketing and 
storing approximately 28,000 bar- 


lutionizing the artificial gas prop- : nels, dally. 


Owing to’ this large ‘production 
a number of well located refineries 
and an efficient oil selling organi- 
zation have been acquired 

The refineries have adequate fa- 
cilities for handling 30,000 bar- 
rels of crude oil daily. Their equip- 
ment also includes 1,157 tank cars, 
with 385 additional cars on order, 
several ocean steamers and storage 
capacity of 1,800,000 barrels. 

The Western refineries are being 
connected by a. pipeline with the 
Eldorado and Augusta fields in 
Kansas. The Empire Pipeline Com- 
pany already has approximately 180 
miles of pipelines, with 176 miles 
additional under construction, and 
has completed the erection of stor- 
age tanks of 1;400,000 barrels ca- 
pacity with accessory gathering 
lines and pump stations. : 

The total oil storage capacity 
of your subsidiaries is therefore 
3,200, 000 barrels. 

Marketing the refined products 
is effected through numerous 
wholesale channels, 100 retail dis- 
tributing stations in Oklahoma and 
Texas, and 46 retail stations in the 
Atlantic States. Foreign trade is 
handled by agencies in Europe, 
Asia and South -America. 

The: market price of crude oil 
was rising at the beginning of 
the year, and continued to advance

The strength of the market con- 
fronted by this situation showed, on 
one hand, how thoroughly sound was 
the underlying ¢ituation and, on the 
other, how fulty confident the finan- 
cial community was. of the ultimate 
outcome of these momentous times. 
The previous week news of the Rus- 
sian revolution had strengthened con- 
fidence in the ultimate downfall] of 
Germany, and that confidence has 
been further increased by the expect- 
ed participation of the United States 
in the struggle against Germany's de- 
fiance of all right and law. ‘Were 
there any doubt of Germany’s detest, 
little confidence could be felt in the 
outlook for thie country from any 
point of view, for it is a plain fact 
that not only our prosperity but our 
national safety would be threatened 
by the triumph of Germany. 

Many of those trading in the stock

The precedent set in this case ig very 
apt to. be followed in others, and if 
manufacturers should hesitate to sup- 
ply the Government at only a normal 
profit instead of at the abnormal prof- 
ita which the excessively high prices 
of the present time have made pos- 
sible to many manufacturers, they 
will no doubt be forced into line by 
any one of several means which the 
Government has at ite command. 

“This is not to be made a war for 
profit. It is evident thet: the Ad- 
ministration is determined that war 
expenditures shall not be made an: oc~ 
casion for private exploitation of pub- 
lic need, and in that determination it 
will undoubtedly have the strongest 


It would be just as well once for all 
to dismiss the idea that the entry of 
the United States into the war will 
mean new chances fer fabulous. prot- 
its. There may, ft is true, be inci- 
dental profits, but any direct profits 
from’ war orders will in all probabil- 
ity, in one way,.or gnother, be re- 
gtricted to about the ordinary profits 
of normal times. That-is as it should 
be, and in the long run it will be best 
for all. This-is far, ‘however, from 


American manufacturers and Amer- 
ican producers generally. Profits 
need not be further swollen by the 
charging of high prices to the Gov- 
ernment to make them very satisfac- 
tery. There was published last week 
the annual report of the United States 
States Steel Corporation, which em- 
phasized anew the prosperity of that 
company, which is not exceptional, 
but, on the contrary, typical of the 
position of very many others.. Such 
profit as the Steel Corporation has 
shown for last year is one of the best 
proofs which could be offered of the 
degree of the prosperity which the 
country has enjoyed; there is no rea-
